“Mr. J. M. d'Almada’ Remetios ap: 
peared on behalf of the guard Surjan’ 
Singh, and Mr. R. M, M. King for 
the relatives of the dead man. Mr. 
T: Murphy, Assistant Director of 
‘Criminal Intelligence, assisted by 
Detective’ Sub-Inspector J, O'- 
Donovan, was present for the Police. 


At yesterday's hearing. further 
evidence was ‘given, when Captain 
O- E. Farrar,.of the Haltan, sald that 
on August 9 he went to bed before 
mid-night and was awakened about 
3.30 In the morning by the Serceant 
of the Indlan- guards, Surtar Singh, 
who Informed him that there was 
trouble jn the No, 2 hatch. He fm- 
mediately dressed and proceeded to 
the spot. On the way from” the 
cabin he heard two shots, Reachiny 
the No, 2, hold he found decensed 
lying wounded. unconscious but not

A Portuguese representative was 
present at the fourth meeting of the 
Internntlonnl Committee for the np« 
plication of ‘the agreement regarding 
non-intervention in Spain at the 
Foreign OMice this afternoon, The 
Chalrninn—Lord Plymouth, fh ‘the 
nbsence of Mr, W. S. Morrison, who 
js at present at Geneva—tinformed 
that he hid = sum- 
monéed the meeting to take. the first 
possible opportunity of advising 
them of the decision of the Portu- 
nucse Government to nominate a 
representative, The Committee re~ 
ceived the information with — great 
sutixfoction,,.and the composition of 
the Chairman's sub-cémmittee . has 
been cniurged by the addition there- 
fo of the representative of Portugual. 

The Chairman cxplained that the 
Portuguese decision followed a com- 
muniention by Mr, Morrison to the 
Portuguese Foreign Minister of the 
conclusions reached by the Com- 
mittee as to the procedure to be 
adopted by them on receipt of come. 
plaints, respecting alleged — breaches 
of the ngreement. The Committee 
hoped such complaints would be few, 
if any. If such complaints are re- 
ceived, It will, however, be the duty 
of the Committee to examine them 


with a view to ascertaining — the.

had taken steps to ascertain that In 
fact there was some substance in the 
scomplaing and: thatthe complaint 
wus of sufficient’ Importance — to 
justify its being brought before the 
Committee, though it would clearly 
be impossible for such Government 
to determine beyond ail possible 
question whether or not a breach of 
the agreement had been made, 

The Committee agreed that upon 
receipt of « complaint the Chairman 
should communicate It to the repre- 
sentative of the Government of the 
country against which it was levell- 
ed, with a request that that Govern- 
ment should supply the Committee 
avith such explanations as ure neces~ 
sary to establish the facts.

AN old trick that enabled many 

" Americans to pay for holiday 
trips to Bermuda, Nassau, and 
other parts of the West Indics 
by “liquor. running”’—and yet 
keep. within the law—has now 
been stopped. ‘ 

Vacationists found they could 
pay for their trips to the Ber- 
mudas, the Bahamas and other 
islands in the West Indies by buy- 
ing cheap-priced liquor up to the 
value of £20 and reselling it to 
their friends at the American 
market price. 

An order limiting the quota of 
duty-free Mquor to one quart was 
issued on Saturday. 

The result was that nearly two 
thousand tourists returning to New 
York in the Cunarder Carinthia 
and the Furness Withy Hner Queen 

of Bermuda found themsclyes with 
fifty thousand pounds’ worth of 
liquor on which they would have 
to pay nearly that.sum in duty. 

They were advised .by radio of 
the new order. - : 

The tourists were faced with two 
alternatives—-to destroy thelr stocks 
-of- Nquor_or.-to_drink them... 

They did both, :

Before leaving he 
secured 1,250 rupees from the 
Madras Peoples’ Bank on the 
strength of a forged letter, and paid 
the registration fee of his motor car 
with ao cheque that was dishonoured. 
His passport was found to be 


forged.” * 
KNOWN AT HOME

source comes « report which says, 
“The man wanted at Madras is un- 
doubtedly Sdentical with one of our 
six allases in our records, in addition 
to his real name, .
